Over ill Scrvin the folly of a liiilf wittid diipr of iiiixrnipulous 
plotters rcHiiltod in the aiaaaaination uf a worthlcBa archduke. That 
■hot. MDMired fai hatred and executed in the bliadnMl of foUjr, has 
pliinf^ci! Iinlf flu- world into tlic MoodirHt iind most gifnintii' war of 
all history, it is devaNtatiiig tlif luircst ^pots of Kurope, making mil- 
Uoaa of widow! and orphans, prostitntinK humanity, uaA tranaforni 
tt\g n l)iiid of pi'iii'c iiiK 1 iiappiiioMi into tho mire of miaary and degrad 
atiou. Paying the price of folly I 

Mesieo had a mler in the poraon of General Porflrie Diai. He 
was a man of blood and iron, uliosr Hiinplc word was a law iinio it 
aelf, but be roled wiaeiy and well, or as much so aa could he expected 
of any man in that illiterate eonntry. Hia country was prosperous 
and laws wore reasonably < iifon i'd. Rut folly erept in Praiifiseo 
Madero headed a succeaaful revolution. The old warrior president 
fled to Spain and death, Madero waa proelaimed president, and was 

)iroiiiptl,\ (li posed jiikI murdered liv the millions of his chief ({ciierHl. 
lluerta. Carranva and Villa joined forces for the overthrow of 
Hnerta, hut the United States practically forced the Indian dictator 
to forsake his Moodstaiiird laiiri'ls and (Ire the eonntry. ('arian/:i 
became the ruler and Villa promptly turned his guns against his erst 
while friend. Now Carranza is about at the end of his rope, with de- 
feat and assassination h.s his probable reward. Mexican soil is soaked 
with blood, and the ground is strewn with the Iwnes of its fallen sons 
Had Diaa been left in peace the country would have eontinned to 
prospe r and develop iniil v'low, whereaa today it ia barren with the 
ashes of decay. I'a.viiiK the price of folly! 

While the warruig factions were operating; in northern Mexico 
outrages upon American citizens in that region liecame ho freipiont 
and the Hituation heeame so wrions that President T.ift sent our tiuy 
army to the border an a warning to alt evil doers. He committed the 
error of stopping the forces at the border, and the warninf; went un- 
heeded. Conditions became worse, and tiie heritage of our timidity 
is the contempt with which Mexicans view everything American. Mr. 
Wilson became president and failed to alter the mistaken policy of 
his predecessor. Anti-American demonstrations continued, outrages 
upon our citizens became more frequent, and eventually culminated 
in an American expedition lieinK landi-d at Vera Cru/.. A salute to the 
' American flag was demanded of the Mexicans — ^and was never given. 
The American troops were soon withdrawn without aceomplishinc 
any results other than to increase the contempt of the Mexicans for 
the American people and the American army. Villa's harde raided 
aeroas the border and shot up Columbus, New ^fexieo. (leneral Per- 
shing was dispatched across the border with orders to "get Villa dead 
or alive." It was the first same order the <Iay Tuft sent the troops to 
the border and committed the folly of stoi>i>ing them there. Bat Per- 
shing was hamstrung with diplomatic red tape and offieial timidity 
and his expedition is a falure. 

Now other rads have occurred, our citizens have been muniered 
and kidnapped, Munston has demanded .'iO.ikki .National Ouard troopit^ 
and he receives the troo|)s of Texas. New .Mexico and Ari/oim. about 
4,000 in number. Had Taft sent bis troops right on across the bor 
der, supported liy the 129,()0() National Guardsmen, and followed by 
levies of volunteers, Mexico would have come to her senses in short 
order, for nothing impressts liim as much ns promptness and lirm 
ness. But the timidity and proerast illation of two presidents has 
caused them to view ns u hunch of cowards who are beneath their 
contempt, until now nothing will ever restore order along our border 
but intervention and a long and bloody war of paoifleation and oe 
cupation. 

The price of lolly is Kr.iit. but the penally of timidity ami pro- 
eraatination ia even greater. .\iid we arc paying both.
